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‘NUMBER PLEASE* 
AND WHAT HAPPENS 


‘‘Number, please”. 
It is the voice of the operator at 
the switchboard responding to 
the 
signal flash the red light gives 
as 
you take down your 
receiver 
and 
your number automatically drops into 
view on the board. 
And while you 
stand at your phone with your 
re­ 
ceiver to your ear waiting for central 
to answer,, what are your thoughts? 
Are you one of those fidgety, restless 
persons to whom the wait seems an 
eternity and who thinks the telephone 
service has a special grudge against 
you? 
Or are you one of the great 
majority who just accept the 
phone 
service as a 
m atter of fact without 
realizing the painstaking effort that 
goes into rendering it efficient? 
Most people know little or nothing 
concerning the phone service and for 
that reason cannot understand why it 
is that central does not always 
re­ 
spond the moment they take down the 
receiver. 
They 
sometimes 
suspect 
that when a number is reported busy 
to them several times in succession 
that the operator is simply trying to 
get rid of them. 
And why it takes 
so long to make a long distance call 
they simply cannot see. 
Perhaps if they could make a visit 
to the Chief Operator and with her to 
make explanations, watch the girls 
at the switchboard, they would come 
to a better appreciation of a service 
that is really remarkable. 
The Sikeston office contains four­ 
teen switchboards which take care of 
732 residence phones, the rural lines 
the business house phones, and 
the 
pay phones, besides the long distance 
trunk lines. 
At these boards, sit the 
operators, the number varying thru- 
out the day according 
to the 
rush 
hours. 
Each operator 
has a 
head 
receiver and mouth 
phone 
harness 
upon her head and it is through thest 
that she carries on the conversatior 
necessary to put a call through. 
Im­ 
mediately 
in 
front 
of her is the 
switchboard, filled with rows of hole? 
numbered according 
to the number.' 
of the 
phones 
they 
connect with. 
These numbers for convenience* ar« 
arranged by the hundreds, making it 
<asy for the operaitors to 
find 
th< 
number 
wanted. 
Above 
the 
plug 
board is another with rows of large; 
holes. 
When the red 
signal 
light 
flashes 
before 
the 
operator, 
sh< 
looks up at this board and at the hole 
whose number corresponds to 
that 
of the subscriber 
calling, a shutter 
with the number falls down into view 
She then takes one of the connecting 
plugs, plugs into the switchboard and 
asks for the number wanted. 
When 
it is given, she takes the other end 
of the connecting plug and plugs in 
at the number, thus connecting 
the 
two parties. 
When they have finish­ 
ed their conversation, the shutters fly 
back up and the central girl remove? 
the connections. 
It very frequently 
happens that the number wanted is 
on a board operated by some 
other 
girt and so the operator has to relay 
the connection over to that board 
During the busy hours of the 
day, 
several numbers may come in at once 
and that is why the operator may 
seem slow. She has to take the call? 
one at a time and it may be thirty 
ivconds before she gets to your call. 
And when you are in a hurry, the 
soconds seem like minutes. 
Another thing people do not under­ 
stand, is the delay they 
sometimes 
have in getting 
long distance calls 
through. 
These calls are 
filled 
a* 
they come in and there may 
be 
as 
many as ten calls filed at one time 
and of course when the line is clear- 
t<i, the preference has to be given to 
the first calls. 
The length 
of time 
which a person speaks over long dis­ 
tance is checked upon by a clocklikc 
machine. A slip of paper is placed in 
beneath it and when the conversation 
is started, a handle is pulled by the 
operator which records the time up 
on the paper. When the conversation 
ends, the handle is again pulled and 
the time is again stamped. The dif­ 
ference is the time of the conversa­ 
tion, These records are filed away in 
a pigeon hole and recorded at the end 
of the day. 
One of the accusations that is fre­ 
quently made against the girls, 
ac­ 
cording to the Chief Operator, 
Mis?- 
Taylor, are that they tell the 
sub­ 
scriber that a number is busy when it 
isnt. 
It does seem absurd, 
as 
she 
says, that, a girl would say that when 
the number wasn’t really busy, 
be­ 
cause she knows that she’ll have 
to 
put the call through eventually, any­ 
way. 
Some people think 
that 
the 
operators stop in the middle of a call 
to hold a conversation with one an­ 
other. 
That too, is impossible 
and 
the talking that 
people 
sometimes 


hear over the phone is the sound of 
the operators answering calls at the 
different boards. There is a moment, 
while the connection is being made, 
that the subscribers phone is open so 
that they can hear the noises in the 
office a t the other end. 
A lot of 
people 
have 
the habit, 
when central does not answer right 
off, of jiggling the receiver up 
and 
down to attract her attention.. They 
may think they are speeding things 
up, but, according to 
Miss 
Taylor, 
they really keep the operator from 
giving them quick service because she 
cannot take their number while the 
light is flashing on and off as 
the 
switchboard mechanism will not per­ 
mit it. The best way to get service is 
simply to take the receiver down and 
wait for central to answer. 
It is really remarkable 
with 
as 
many calls as are made during 
the 
day. that such effective service 
can 
be 
maintained. 
Besides 
the 
local 
calls, an average of 400 long distance 
calls are put in and 
a 
great many 
more are relayed on to other stations. 
The girls are trained to be courteous 
and efficient and, for the most part, 
give splendid service. 
One notewor­ 
thy example, was Sunday night when 
Operator No. 8 got in touch with the 
police heads of all the neighboring 
cities for the Sensenbaughs without 
a moment’s delay. 
Most people 
do 
appreciate 
the service 
and realize 
that at times it's very much like try ­ 
ing to get waited upon’ in 
a 
busy 
store. All of the clerks are busy and 
they have to take the customers 
in 
the order in which they come in. And 
that’s the way the operators have to 
take the calls, in the order in which 
they come. 
So the next time you take 
down 
your receiver and don’t hear ‘‘Num­ 
ber. please”, 
right 
off, 
remember 
that the operator is probably 
han­ 
dling two or three calls so that she 
can get to yours.

The liability premium paid 
in 
our state by the carpenter is $13.69 
for each $100 payroll, in Illinois it is 
$5.95 for the same protection. 
For 
masonry work, here it is 
$8.00 
for 
each $100 payroll; in Illinois, $2.55; 
for painting the difference is $9.27 in 
Missouri, and $3.44 in Illinois, 
for 
sheet metal work it is $2.01 
across 
the river and $8.27 
in 
our 
state. 
Should a building be wrecked in Sik­ 
eston, the contractor would have to 
pay 31.23 for each $100 payroll and 
$10.37 in Illinois. 
Mr. Pallen explained the farm er is j 
exempt under the law. It will effect 
him, however, by protecting his bo\> 
and girls who are employed in fac­ 
tories in the larger cities.

One o f the most important hin­ 
drances to successful poultry keeping 
Is 
the 
external 
parasites 
infesting 
poultry and poultry houses. 
Where 
present in any considerable numbers 
these parasites reduce egg produc­ 
tion, lower the quality of the flesh, 
and retard the growth of all classes 
of poultry. 
The presence of mites in the chick­ 
en house in Indicated by small areas 
on the boards specked with black and 
white 
as though 
dusted with 
salt 
and pepper. 
This Is the excrement 
of the mites, which, during the day, 
are hidden in cracks or crevices of 
the roosts and walls of the house, 
but which come out at night and get 
upon the fowls. Except in the case of 
sitting hens, the common chicken mite 
does not ordinarily attack 
poultry 
during the day. 


Means of Eradication. 
The m ites may be eradicated by a 
few thorough applications of kerosene 
or some of the coal-tar products sold 
for this purpose, or crude petroleum , 
to the interior of the poultry house. 
Including the floor. 
The com m ercial 
coal-tar products are m ore expensive, 
but retain their killing power longer 
than th e crude petroleum or kerosene. 
Of these, com mercial carbolineum In 
particular has proved very effective. 
The cost of treatm ent w ith the coal- 
ta r products may be lessened by add­ 
ing thereto an equal quantity of kero­ 
sene. 
Both 
crude 
petroleum 
and 
carbolineum 
will 
spray 
better 
if 
thinned with one p art kerosene to 
three p arts of the other m aterials. It 
Is well to strain both the crude pe­ 
troleum and coal-tar products to re­ 
move foreign particles. 
C are m ust be 
taken to see th at the spray reaches 
all the cracks and crevices, giving spe­ 
cial attention to the roosts, dropping 
boards, and nests. 
Repeat the tre a t­ 
ment two or three tim es at Intervals 
of a week or ten days. 
The feather m ite Is sim ilar In ap­ 
pearance to the common red or gray 
eblcken mite, but unlike th at parasite 
rem ains on the fowls continuously, the 
eggs being deposited and hatching 
among the feathers, w here the young 
mltea 
may 
com plete 
th eir 
growth 
T heir entire developm ent Is accom­ 
plished w ithout leaving the bird. They 
are most num erous below the vent, 
about the tall, and som etim es on the 
neck. An effective remedy for this 
mite consists in dipping affected birds 
In a solution composed as follows: 
Water............. 
1 gallon. 
Flower» of aurphur............... t ounces. 
Soap.................................................1 ounce 
The feathers should be thoroughly 
wet to the skin, and the head sub­ 
merged for only an Instant. D uring 
cold w eather It is advisable to dust 
the fowls with flowers of sulphur in­ 
stead of dipping, the feathers being 
raised so as to insure getting the 
ralphur to the skin. 
A nother H arm ful 
Paraaits. 
A nother very harm ful p arasite Is 
the scaly-leg m ite th a t usually rem ains 
on the feet, which, in the absence 
of treatm ent, often become badly dis­ 
torted, 
m aking it difficult 
for 
the 
fowl to walk or get up to the perch. 
Application of crude petroleum to the 
leg. either by dipping or with t brush, 
is a very effective remedy. 
Chlggers (harvest m ites) som etim es 
attack poultry, especially young chick­ 
ens, In some cases causing serious 
Injury. 
Occasional light dusting of 
chickens with flowers of sulphur is 
effective In keeping chlggers off the 
birds. When chickens do become In­ 
fested, the chlggers may be killed 
by the application of sulphur ointm ent 
or kerosene and lard. 
If extensive 
suppuration has taken place, remove 
the scab and wash with a 4 per cent 
carbolic-acid solution. 


Sodium Fluoride Useful. 
Sodium fluoride may also be used as 
a dip—three-fourths to one ounce of 
the chemical to the gallon of w ater. 
For treatm en t of large flocks this is 
the most economical and expeditious 
method. 
Although a dust bath may add to 
the com fort of the chickens, it cannot 
be depended on for louse and m ite 
control. 
Some 
fowls 
seldom 
(Just 
them selves, 
and 
those 
which 
dust 
freely never rid them selves of the 
pests completely. 
It is fa r b etter 
to use m ethods which will accom plish 
com plete eradication.

ted or m o ttled ; and yellow or starchy, 
Each was milled and tested for the 
various qualities. 
The results showed th a t of the three 
types of kerne! texture com pared, the 
dark type, for each class of wheat, 
w as consistently highest In specific 
gravity, usually highest In flour yield 
and color of loaf, decidedly superior 
In w ater absorption, w eight of loaf 
and crude protein content, and slight 
ly higher in ash. crude fiber, and 
acidity. 
In the hard red spr. ig tn d 
hard red w inter wheats, but not in 
the durum, the dark type of kernel 
w as also slightly highest In loaf vol- 
um e and texture of bread. 
Starchy Typa Superior. 
The starchy kernel type w as slight­ 
ly superior In average fat content of 
w heat and In bran yield for nil three 
classes of w heat tested, and in tbe 
durum w heat samples produced brea<j 
of tbe greatest volume and of best 
texture. 
In almost all th e Im portant 
milling and bread quality factors tbe 
starchy kernels, except of the durum

YOUNG ORCHARDS 
NEED GOOD CARE 


Every year scores of young orchards 
and thousands of small trees are dam­ 
aged and even destroyed by qyglect 
or carelessness, despite the fact that 
the very best stock may have been 
secured 
and 
carefully 
planted. 
A 
young fruit tree, Just having left the 
nursery where exceptional 
care 
is 
usually 
afforded, cannot shift 
for 
Itself in an ordinary orchard, says ▲. 
EL Murueek of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
It must 
he 
protected 
from the competition of wild and more 
robust plants. 
It is no match against 
common grass and a host of rapidly 
growing weeds, even though these 
may be small. So, too, the young tree 
often Is seriously injured by insects 
and fungous diseases, If prompt and 
systematic protection is not given. 
At least a strip of ground should 
be cultivated for a distance of five or 
six feet on both sides of the row of 
trees. 
If this is not feasible due to 
erosion, tbe soil should be spaded up 
to the same distance around each tree. 
Clean cultivation until the trees are 
about eight years of age Is geuerally 
advisable. The young orchard may be 
intarcropped with vegetables or small 
fruits, patlcularly strawberries, with­ 
out doing material Injury to tbe trees, 
thus producing an Income from the 
land before tbe bearing age Is reached. 
In cases of poor soil It will pay to 
scatter a liberal amount of barnyard 
manure around the treea before tbe 
ground Is cultivated. 
If manure can­ 
not be obtained, nitrate of soda or 
•ulphate of ammonia at tbe rate of 
half a pound to a pound per tree Is 
very desirable, particularly for weak 
growing trees. 
To be effective, both 
manuring and cultivation should be 
attended to as early as possible. 
Tha second most important feature 
of protection la spraying. Because it 
does not bear any fruit, the young tree 
is often sadly neglected In this re­ 
spect 
No disease

Should be allowed to destroy tho

leaves are able to elaborate the food 
necessary for tbe rapid development 
of tbe plant 
A tree with a poor foli­ 
age will never make any headway. 
Spraying must be for a particular dis­ 
ease or lusect, not Just seasonal. 
It 
must be timely, also, else very little 
benefit will be secured. 
In years of rapid, succulent growth 
fire blight Is often serious on young 
trees. It pays to remove the blighted 
twigs as soon as discovered. The pro­ 
cedure is relatively inexpensive due to 
the small size of the plants.

LARGE DIVIDENDS 


Corn-Ear Worm Destroys 
Peach Crop in Georgia 
Insect pests unfortunately do not 
confine themselves always to the kind 
or kinds of crop where one naturally 
expects them. The corn-ear worm, for 
Instance, also known as the cotton boll 
worm, tomato fruit worm, and false 
tobacco bud worm, Is reported as hav­ 
ing practically destroyed the crop of 
peaches on 4,000 young peach trees at 
Plains, Ga. The grower had expected 
to harvest 1,500 crates from these 
trees. 
Hairy vetch had been planted 
In this orchard, and tbe owner failed 
to turn It under early enough. 
Corn­ 
ear worms are fairly general In their 
appetites. 
They are partial to vetch, 
but as the vetch in this orchard be­ 
came old. the worms crawled up the 
peach trees and devoured the green 
peaches. 
Their progress Into other 
near-by peach orchards and cornfields 
was halted only after deep furrows 
containing post-hole traps lmd been 
made, according to the report received 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Watch Cherry Trees 
The owner of cherry trees should 
watch them closely for the attack of 
cherry leaf spot. 
This disease causes 
yellowish spots to appear on the leaf, 
which spread until the entire leaf be­ 
comes yellow In color and drops from 
the tree. 
It seriously weakens the 
cherry trees and If severe will cause 
their death in a few years. Much good 
may be done by applying sprays ac­ 
cording to directions in Agricultural 
Experiment Station Circular No. 125.

Records kept by cow-teatlng associ­ 
ations in North Carotins pay large 
dividends when the results are studied 
and applied 
to 
the owner's herd, 
states J. A. Arey, dairy extension spe­ 
cialist at the North Carolina State 
college. 
Mr. Arey gives the experience of 
two herds in one of these associa­ 
tions 
One herd contained 21 cows, 
while the other had only 9, yet the 
difference in profit over feed cost, was 
only 65.01 in favor of the larger herd. 
The owner milked, fed, and tended 12 
cows the greater part of a year for 
65-01. Tbe net receipts were 6667.59 
for the larger herd as compared with 
6062.58 tor the small herd. 
The own­ 
er of the smaller herd had better 
cows and fed them in proportion to 
their production. 
There is a gradual improvement in 
all herds where the testing work is 
being carried on, states Mr. Arey. 
The production cost shows a decerase 
with a corresponding increase in ac­ 
tual production. 
This, he finds, is due 
to the adoption of better feeding 
methods and the eliruination of tbe 
low producing cows. 
T h ere has been an average of 20 
cows sold each month from the hards 
in the five cow-testing associations In 
the state," says Mr. Arey, "and this 
elimination will continue until all un­ 
profitable cow* have been sold or 
slaughtered. 
Twenty-five cows in the Wake-Dur­ 
ham association were found to be un­ 
profitable and were either sold or 
butchered. 
In the ForsythT>avle as­ 
sociation seven cows were sold for 
beef, and other associations report 
numbers ranging from three to seven­ 
teen as being sold or slaughtered. 
MA standard dairy ration recom­ 
mended by the dairy extension spe­ 
cialists is being used in all herds, and 
records show that the average produc­ 
tion and cost is very close* in nil nano-

Treatment at All Times

the calf to lead by handling It gently. 
One good way to do this training is to 
use a small stick.

herd sire, and a maximu m amou nt of 
service cannot be secu red from him. 
If the bu ll is p u rchased as a calf 
or raised on the farm where he is to 
be kep t for service, he shou ld be 
grown ou t as rap idly as p ossible In 
order to insu re bis attaining his fu ll 
size, for an u ndersize bu ll is never an 
attraction In the herd. 
As a su p p le­ 
ment to grass or legu me hay , a grain 
mixtu re of two p arts corn, one p art 
oats and one p art' bran will p rove a 
good growing ration. 
“The bu ll shou ld never be allowed 
to ru n with the cows," said A. C. Rags­ 
dale, head of the dairy dep artment of 
the Missou ri College of Agricu ltu re. 
“Doing so resu lts In getting heifers In 
calf too y ou ng and the bu ll will ex­ 
hau st himself. 
Besides, it is Imp os­ 
sible to keep accu rate breeding rec­ 
ords and there Is alway s danger to 
p ersons and p rop erty when the bu ll is 
ru nning loose." 
Ragsdale considers most bu lls su ffi­ 
ciently matu re for light service when 
they are a y ear old, bu t service shou ld 
be limited to one or two cows a week 
u ntil they are fifteen months old. 
More than twice the service can be 
secu red from the bu ll that Is kep t 
away from the cows, and a sire p rop ­ 
erly handled can take care of a herd 
of fifty cows after he is two y ears old. 
By all means, the bu ll shou ld have 
a ring in his nose, and this shou ld be 
p u t in when he Is abou t a y ear old. A 
trocar may be u sed in making the hole | 
and the ring inserted as the Instru ­ 
ment is p u lled ou t 
Ragsdale consid­ 
ers it best to wait u ntil the bu ll is 
abou t two y ears old before dehorning, 
for at this stage dehorning has • 
marked effect in su bdu ing him and he 
does not learn to u se his head as well 
as he wou ld If his horns were cu t off 
at an earlier age. 
Unless the bu ll is 
to be exhibited in the show ring, 
he 
shou ld be dehorned.

Most Valu able 


Increases Produ ctivity of 
Soils as Effectively as 
Fertilizers.

Dairy ing Is Profitable 
if Good Cows Are Kep t 
Dairy ing Is p rofitable when good 
cows are maintained. 
The kind that 
are cap able of p rodu cing no more than 
the average cow in Iowa—140 p ou nds 
of fat a y ear—is not the kind to bu y . 
The man who owns a herd of that 
sort really owns nothing better than 
a manu re factory . 
If he feels that It 
is worth while to milk a bu nch of 
cows and get nothing better ou t of 
it 
than the manu re they p rodu ce, he is 
ju stified In bu y ing that kind, bu t if he 
really wants to get p aid for the feed 
he p u ts into them and get wages for 
the time sp ent In caring for them, 
he 
mu st start with a better grade of 
cows. 
In the long ru n It wou ld 
be 
mu ch better for those farmers who 
have started in the dairy bu siness or 
who are contemp lating doing so In 
the near fu tu re to p ick u p the best 
cows they can in their own neigh­ 
borhood, then bu y a good p u re-bred , 
bu ll and start grading u p a herd. 


Legu me Hay Will Su p p ly 
Minerals Needed by Cow 
The kind of a mineral mixtu re dairy 
cows need will dep end on the feed 
they are getting. 
In addition to salt, 
which shou ld alway s be liberally fed, 
the minerals needed in the ration are 
lime, 
p hosp horu s 
and in 
localities 
where there is trou ble with goiter in 
y ou ng calves either sodiu m or p otas­ 
siu m iodide shou ld be su p p lied. 
The best way for the cow to get the 
needed lime is in legu me hay su ch 
as alfalfa, clover or soy -bean hay . 
Phosp horu s is best fed in the form of 
wheat bran, cottonseed meal, wheat 
middlings and linseed meal. 
When 2U 
p er cent or more of the grain mixtu re 
consists of wheat bran, wheat mid­ 
dlings, linseed or cottonseed meal, the 
cows will get p lenty of p hosp horu s. 
If less than this amou nt Is fed some 
steamed bone meal shou ld be added. 


(Pmparv d by the United state» Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Crop rotation Is a farm p ractice 
which may be u sed by the farm er to 
increase the p rodu ctivity of his soils 
as effectively as the u se of manu re or 
commercial fertilizers, say s the Unit­ 
ed States Dep artment of Agricu ltu re. 
Fu rtherm ore, crop rotation as ordi­ 
narily p racticed does not entail any 
extra cost. The extra y ield du e to this 
p ractice is therefore a p rofit that may 
be credited to the farm er’s managerial 
ability . 
Rotation 
Effective. 
A stu dy of the long-continu ed soil- 
fertility exp eriments of this cou ntry 
and of England, made by the dep art­ 
ment, has brou ght ou t some Imp ortant 
facts abou t crop rotation in its rela­ 
tion to soil p rodu ctivity . 
These are 
discu ssed In Farm ers’ Bu lletin 1475-F, 
ju st issu ed. 
In general, crop rotation 
has been fou nd to be p ractically 9 5 
p er cent as effective as farm manu re 
or comp lete fertilizers In maintaining 
the y ields of wheat, corn and oats, 
and abou t 00 p er ceu t as effective as 
these fertilizers in 
increasing 
the 
y ields of these three major crop s. 
The beneficial effects of crop rotation 
do not im p air the benefits derived 
from the u se of fertilizers; so that 
when these two farm p ractices are 
combined the one p ractice adds to 
the benefits of the other. 
For examp le, corn at the Missou ri 
exp eriment station y ielded 22.4 bu sh­ 
els p er acre from cu ltivation alone. 
When corn was manu red the y ield 
was increased by 14.7 bu shels, or to 
87.1 bu shels p er acre; when it was 
grown in rotation with other crop s 
the y ield was Increased by 15.1 bu sh­ 
els, or to 57.5 bu shels p er acre. 
How­ 
ever, when both manu ring and rota­ 
tion were p racticed, the acre y ield 
was Increased by 25.3 or to a total of 
47.7 bu shels p er acre. 
Trials at Urbana. 
Even more striking resu lts than the 
above were recorded in trials at Ur­ 
bana, 111. 
In these exp eriments the 
u se of fertilizers consisting of ru lv®r- 
ized limestone, farm manu re and p hos­ 
p hate, was comp ared with a rotation 
of com, oats and clover. The average 
y ield of corn obtained withou t the u se 
of either rotation or fertilizers on this 
p articu lar p rairie soil in Illinois, was 
23.4 bu shels p er acre. The gain ef­ 
fected by rotation alone was p racti­ 
cally three times that obtained from 
the u se of fertilizers and lime, or 27.8 
bu shels du e to rotation, and only 9 .2 
du e to the fertilizers. 
The total in­ 
crease from the u se of both fertilizers 
and rotation was 44.2 bu shels p er acre, 
or 7.2 bu shels greater than the su m of 
their sep arate Increases. 
While rotations In different sections, 
in a given locality , or even on a single 
farm may differ, there are certain 
fu ndamental p rincip les of crop rota­ 
tion which have general ap p lication. 
These mu st he u nderstood by the 
farm er if he is to p u t himself in a p o­ 
sition to u tilize the resu lts that have 
been worked ou t by state exp eriment 
stations for his .locality . 
The p u rp ose 
of this bu lletin is to acqu aint the 
farm er with the basic p rincip les of 
crop rotation and to stress the imp or­ 
tance of the p ractice, in relation to 
farming.

STORING APPLES 
FOR THE WINTER 


Feed Dairy Heifers 
If dairy heifers are to grow into 
p rofitable cows they shou ld be start­ 
ed qu ick and kep t growing. This is 
esp ecially 
Imp ortant 
when 
some 
farmers are content to dep end u p on 
p astu res for the greater p art of the 
feed. 
Heifers 
make 
a 
maximu m 
growth on p astu re when it Is p rop erly 
su p p lemented with gTain mixtu res. In 
many cases the heifers do not do as 
well, however, In the su mmer as they 
do In winter on dry feed. 


Balanced Ration Given 
in Abu ndance to Swine 
▲ balanced ration given in abu n­ 
dance Is what cou nts in p rodu cing hogs 
on a p rofitable basis, states J. H. Mc­ 
Leod, extension swine sp ecialist. Uni­ 
versity of Tennessee. 
The farm er 
who feeds the most, not only p u ts a 
litter to the weight of a ton in the 
shortest length of time bu t also cheap ­ 
ens the cost p er p ou nd. 
Make corn the basis of the ration 
and do not fail to add something to 
this fattening grain that will make 
mu scle, hone, etc. Tankage and shorts 
given In equ al p arts by weight make 
a sp lendid addition to the corn. 
Milk 
alway s help s to increase gains. 
Feed 
what milk y ou have to sp are and as 
the qu antity of tnilk la increased, de­ 
crease the qu antity of tankage. 
One 
gallon of milk will take the p lace of 
one p ou nd of tankage. 
Liberal feed­ 
ing is what tu rns th© trick in the 
ton contest. 


Rack to Hold Utensils 
A rack that will hold the milk cans, 
p alls, and strainers where they will 
be exp osed to the su n is a good thing. 
We p u t ou rs on the sou th side of the 
room when they are washed, say s a 
writer. 
It is made of two-by -fou rs 
set so that the cans are u p side down 
and lean toward the bu ilding. 
m The 
su n’s ray s make the best germicide 
known. 
If c$p s and p ails are care­ 
lessly washed and p u t right side u p 
In the room the germs will mu ltip ly j 
with almost u nbelievably , rap idity 


Place in Rotation Where 
Manu re Gives Increases 
A block of exp eriments to find the 
p lace in the rotation where manu re 
gives the largest crop increases shows 
that manu re ap p lications on sandy soil 
do not necessarily show the same re­ 
su lts as those on other soils. Resu lts 
to date strongly Indicate 
that 
top 
dressings of manu re on sand p rodu ce 
larger 
crop 
Increases 
than 
where 
manu re is p lowed down. A top dress­ 
ing of manu re after the wheat was 
taken off Is a large factor In p reserv­ 
ing the stand of clover. In addition to 
the manu re, a rotation of corn, soy 
beans, wheat, alfalfa (two y ears) Is 
being tested ou t. It ap p ears that corn 
once In five y ears keep s above the 
safety line. The corn gets 100 p ou nds 
ot an 0-12-8 fertilizer drilled In the 
row at p lanting time. The alfalfa is 
allowed to stand 
two y ears and Is 
given a liberal ap p lication 
of acid 
phosphate at seeding Hums 


With p rop er farm storage facilities 
and carefu l handling, Stay man, Rome, 
Baldwin, Paragon, Stark, York Im­ 
p erial, Wlnesap , and other varieties 
of ap p les may be marketed throu gh 
the winter, thu s lengthening the ap p le 
season, removing the u su al glu t on the 
market, increasing consu mp tion and 
generally retu rning a greater p rofit 
for the grower. In making this state­ 
ment A. Freeman Mason, fru it sp ecial­ 
ist at the New Jersey state college of 
agricu ltu re, exp lains what he consid­ 
ers 
p rop er 
facilities 
and 
carefu l 
handling. 
“The essential featu res of a storage 
room a r e : p rotection from heat, frost, 
and rodents; amp le ventilation 
to 
carry off gases develop ed by the rip en­ 
ing p rocesses; and the maintenance 
of hu midity to p revent shriveling. 
"A cool, damp cellar with several 
windows, 
doorway s, 
or 
ventilators 
which can be op ened at any time the 
ou tside tem p eratu re is lower than that 
of the inside, makes a desirable stor­ 
age. A bu ilding above grou nd, having 
dou ble walls and ceiling insu lated 
either with dead air sp ace or with 
sawdu st, is also good. It is very neces­ 
sary to keep su fficient moistu re in the 
air. 
This will be p ossible if the floor 
Is a damp earthen one, bu t if concrete 
or wood, it mu st be sp rinkled daily , 
or as often as it becomes dry . 
“Slat crates make the best storage 
p ackage, becau se they are economical 
of sp ace and are well ventilated. The 
five-eighths basket is also desirable. 
Rou nd bu shel baskets, hamp ers, and 
barrels do not offer as good a ventila­ 
tion as crates, bu t they may be u sed. 
B arrels shou ld never be headed when 
p u t in common storage. 
“W rap p ed ap p les keep best 
News­ 
p ap er ©*• tissu e wrap s may be u sed. 
Oiled wrap s, coated with an absorbent 
oil which takes u p the inju riou s gases 
given off by the rip ening fru it and 
thu s p reventing scald, are on the mar­ 
ket and are highly recommended.” 


Old Strawberry Plants 
Transp lanted in Fall 
We have transp lanted straw berries 
in every month of the y ear excep t De­ 
cember, Janu ary and Febru ary , and 
made them live. 
That wu s in north­ 
ern New Jersey . 
The best time is in 
late March or Ap ril, bu t many p refer 
late su mmer or early fall. 
It Is not 
common to transp lant old p lants that 
have borne one crop —strong ru nners 
are better. 
Yet if y ou care to do so j 
y ou can p robably make these p lants , 
give a fair crop next y ear, say s a 
w riter in the Ru ral New Yorker, j 
A fter they have fru ited cu t off th© j 
top s and dig the p lants u p with as 
mu ch soil as p ossible arou nd the roots. 
W ait u ntil there has been a good rain 
and then p u t the p lants in the new 
p lace—a little deep er than they stand 
in the old bed. 
There will not b© 
mu ch u se try ing to transp lant su ch 
p lants while the soil is dry . Prop erly 
handled they will give a fair crop next 
y ear. 
As for wild p lants we wou ld 
let them alone. We have du g u p many 
of them and p lanted in good soil on 
the theory that In this way we might 
find some su p erior variety that wou ld 
come back when given good cu ltu re. 
Ou t of the hu ndreds we have han­ 
dled in this way only two ever p roved 
su p erior. 
The rest were inferior— 
hardly worth p icking even when given 
the best of care. B etter let these wild 
seedlings 
alone. 
Use only 
strong 
p lants of well known varieties. 


Surv ey Is Made of New 
J ersey 's Peach Trees 
How many p each trees are In the 
commercial orchards of New Jersey ? 
W hat cou nty leads In the nu mber of 
commercial trees? These and several 
other qu estions are answered in the 
rep ort of a su rvey made by the United 
States Dep artm ent of Agricu ltu re and 
the state dep artm ent of agricu ltu re. 
Ju dging from the nu mber of p each 
trees three y ears old or u nder the 
ravages of diseases and insects have 
not discou raged ou r 
fru it growers. 
According to the rep ort there are 
585,(XX) of su ch trees in the commer­ 
cial orchards of the state. 
Of trees 
of all ages there are 2,29 6 ,000. 
Elberta at p resent is the favorite 
variety , leading the list with 8 48 ,000 
trees. Belle is a p oor second in nu m­ 
bers, having only 
26 5 ,000. Carman 
ranks third with 
215 ,000. 
Growers, 
however, are rap idly abandoning this 
semi-clingstone variety , as it cannot 
stand the comp etition of better varie­ 
ties. 
Its p rodu ction has become u n­ 
p rofitable. H orticu ltu rists at the New 
Jersey exp eriment station have ac­ 
cordingly p erfected several varieties 
of excellent qu ality to su p ersede the 
Carman. 


Damage by Plum Curculio 
The plum curculio is a species of 
beetle which attacks peaches, plums, 
and other fruit. As a result of control 
activ ities followed since the unprec­ 
edented outbreak of the curculio in 
Georgia peach orchards in 19 20, this 
Insect seems to be under complete 
control. 
A report receiv ed from its 
local 
representativ e by the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
states that the Georgia peach crop 
this season is estimated to be the 
largest in the history of the Industry

The oijrgest difficulty to be ov er­ 
come In obtaining “ A** current from 
the house a. c. lighting supply Is In 
finding a rectifier that will pass suf­ 
ficient current for the filaments and 
y et make battery elmlnatlon an eco­ 
nomical proposition. 
In the course of 
» description of an efficient “ A,” “ B,” 
“ C” line supply dev ice In the Radio 
Broadcast 
Magazine, B. F. Roland 
writes as follows: **A logical solution 
to the difficulties of “ A” power filter­ 
ing Is to connect the filaments of the 
radio tubes in series, thus reducing 
the ov erall current consumption. 
“ The accomp any ing diagram shows 
a unit which has been found entirely 
satisfactory for use in conjunction 
witb a receiver employ ing 19 9 ty pe 
tubes In series. 
Due to the fact that 
the cu rrent consu med Is small, the 
filter choke coils are of reasonable 
p rop ortions. 
This dev ice will supply 
voltages and 
currents as follows: 
“ *A’ battery —6 0 mllllamperes, « to 
8 0 v olts. 
** ‘B* battery —Up to 25 milliasiperes, 
at 200 v olts, 9 0 (v ariable) v olts, 45 
(v ariable) v olts. 
“ *C* battery —From 0 to 5 0 v olts. 
'The use of the dev ice is, of course, 
restricted to radio receiv ers employ ­ 
ing tubes sim ilar in characteristics to 
the UX-19 9 or DV-8 tubes with fila­ 
ments wired in series, and under these 
conditions Its performance as 
a uni­ 
v ersal power Is IdeaL 
The dev ice il­ 
lustrated is adaptable to any ty pe of 
radio circuit and baa been used with 
success on a three-circuit regenerativ e 
set, the Browuing Drake, and tuned 
radio-frequency receiv ers, witb v aria­ 
tions of each ty pe. 
Transform « ‘-re­ 
sistance or impedance-coupled ampli­ 
fiers hav e been employ ed indiscrimi­ 
nately with equally good results. 
The Power Traneformer 
“ In the diagram, Ti is a General ra­ 
dio power transformer designed for 
6 0 watts, 110 v olts, at full load. 
The 
high v oltage secondary prov ides 8 5 0 
v olts each side of the tap at the cen­ 
ter at no load. The third windiQS, T„ 
prov ides 5 v olts at 5 amperes for the 
Taw* a. c. filament supply of an UX- 
112 or UX-17 1 power-amplifler tube. 
This may be supplied by a separate 
filament lighting transformer. In this 
construction, a Brach unit serv es the 
purpose nicely . 
Across each half of 
the secondary , T, Is connected s 0.1- 
microfarad buffer condenser, c* and c*. 
of 1,000-v olt flash test ty pe. The out­ 
er ends of this winding are connected 
to the filament terminals of s standard 
UX ty pe socket, into which ts plugged 
the new ty pe BH Ray theon rectifier, 
Ra, which is capable of passing 8 5 mll- 
11 amps. 
The plate terminal of the 
socket, corresponding to the cathode 
of the Ray theon tube, Is connected to 
the plus side of the filter circuit. The 
filter circuit of this power unit In­ 
cludes choke coils, L, capabls of pass­ 
ing 8 5 mlllia rape res direct current 
without heating, and hav ing a residua! 
Inductance of at least 25 henrlea per 
choke at this v alue of direct current 
The Genera! Radio ty pe 8 8 6 standard 
“ B"-snbstltute 
choke 
Is 
admirably 
suited for this serv ice. 
Others which 
fulfill the abov e requirements will 
probably be equally as satisfactory . 
'The v oltage-control unit shown at 
the right-hand end of the diagram 
has been tried under all conditions, 
and has giv en good serv ice. 
There 
was som© difficulty lo obtaining prop­ 
er v alues and current-carry ing capaci­ 
ties of the v arious resistors and. aftsr 
considerable testing, the units speci­ 
fied were adopted. All of the parte in 
the control unit may be obtained from 
regular stock of the v arious manufac­ 
turers or their dealers. 
For the piste 
v oltage of the power-amplifler tube, 
the max imum *B’ plus Is taken direct­ 
ly from the terminals of the filter cUn 
cult 
This terminal prov ides approx i­ 
mately 200 v olts at full load 
A claro- 
•tat, R« . is used to control the v olt­ 
age output of the nex t lower tap (‘B’ 
plus Int.) and will giv e from 9 0 to 
18 5 v olts approx imately on the usual 
plate-current drain at this v oltage. 
The 'B’-plus detector tap Is obtained 
through the use of another clarostat 
or a Bradley ohm No. 10, R. 
One-mi­ 
crofarad condensers are connected In 
both of these cases from the *B’ plus 
v ariable to ‘B’ minus to by pass rheo­ 
stat noises, and to prev ent undesirable 
coupling between the v arious ampli­ 
fier stages.

cessiv e heating. If high ‘C v oltages 
are desired, say up to 6 0 v olts, the 
Federal No. 25 potentiometer is a good 
resistance to us# here. It has a max i­ 
mum resistance of 1,8 5 0 ohms, and 
will carry the full-load current fairly 
satisfactorily . 
A General Radio No. 
214 potentiometer may be used in this 
position to supply *C v oltage up to 8 4 
v olts, and does so with much less 
beating. 
An llm fd, condenser is con­ 
nected from *C plus to *C* minus to 
prev ent undesirable coupling effects 
and distribution. 
If 6 0 v olts ‘C bias 
are required and 8 5 mllllamperes pass 
through the resistance supply ing It, 
the power that must be taken care 
of is 5 .1 watts. 
"The a. c. filament winding. T* 
may not be av ailable to the av erage 
constructor who may , howev er, hart 
access to a 5 0-watt transformer hav ­ 
ing other satisfactory windings. In 
this case a Tbordarson doorbell ring­ 
ing transformer may be used to light 
the filament of the power amplifier 
tube. This transformer will be found 
to giv e the proper v oltage without a 
filament rheostat for the UX-17 1 and 
CX-112 
tubes, 
using 
the 
winding 
marked *6 v olts.’ 
A 400-ohm poten­ 
tiometer, R 8 . is connected across the 
5 -v olt a. c. supply and the center tap 
is returned to the *B’ minus terminal 
of the supply unit. The adjustment 
of this potentiometer Is v ery critical 
In order to eliminate all a. 
c. bum 
from this source. The ‘A' plus terminal 
of the power supply is obtained by 
dropping tha *B’ plus max . through a 
craltsHlo rheostat to the required *A’- 
battery v oltage. The resistance used 
in this position should hav e a range 
of from 8 ,000 to 5 ,000 ohms, and a 
current-carry ing capacity of 00 rail* 
I lam peres. As there was no rheostat 
of these requirements av ailable, the 
writer used a combination of fix ed and 
v ariable resistances to achiev e the 
degree of control required. A fix ed 
Ward Leonard 3.000-ohm unit was 
placed In series with a Ward-Leonard 
6 ,000-ohm fl.ed resistor, around which 
was shunted a Federal No. 25 potenti­ 
ometer.“ 


Flexible Wire Handy 
When Exp erimenting 
If y ou like to try occasional changes 
In y our receiv er, or If y ou want to ex ­ 
periment with temporary circuit ar­ 
rangements or new Instruments, y ou 
will find it conv enient to keep m num­ 
ber of lengths of flex ible insulated 
wire hanging from the side of y our ex ­ 
perimental table.

the external 
parasites 
Infesting 
poultry and poultry houses. 
W here 
present In any considerable num bers 
these parasites reduce egg produc­ 
tion, low er the quality of th e flesh, 
and retard the grow th of all cluw et 
of poultry. 
The presence of m ites tn th e chick­ 
en house tn indicated by sm all areas 
on the boards specked w ith black and 
w hite as 
though 
dusted w ith 
salt 
and pepper. 
This is the excrem ent 
of the mites, which, during the day, 
a re hidden In cracks or crevices of 
th e roosts and w alls of th e house, 
hut which come out at night and get 
upon the fowls. Except In the case of 
sitting hens, the common chicken m ite 
does 
not ordinarily 
attack 
poultry 
during the day. 
Mean« of Eradication, 
The m ites may be eradicated by a 
few thorough applications of kerosene 
or some of th e coal-tar products «old 
for this purpose, or crude petroleum , 
to the Interior of the poultry house. 
Including the floor. 
The com m ercial 
coal-tar products are m ore expensive, 
but retain their killing pow er longer 
then the crude petroleum or kerosene. 
O f these, com m ercial carbollneum In 
particular has proved very effective. 
T he cost of treatm ent w ith the coal- 
ta r products may be lessened by add­ 
ing thereto an equal quantity of kero­ 
sene. 
Both 
crude 
petroleum 
and 
carbollneum 
will 
spray 
better 
if 
thinned w ith one part kerosene to 
th ree p arts of the other m aterials. It 
is well to strain both the crude pe­ 
troleum and coal-tar products to re­ 
move foreign particles. 
C are m ust be 
taken to nee that the spray reaches 
all the cracks and crevices, giving spe 
rial attention to the roosts, dropping 
boards, and nests. 
R epeat th e tre a t­ 
m ent two or three tim es at Intervals 
of a week or ten days. 
The feather m ite is sim ilar in ap­ 
pearance to the common red or gray 
chicken mite, but unlike th a t parasite 
rem ains on the fowls continuously, the 
eggs being deposited 
and hatching 
am ong the feathers, w here th e young 
ml tea 
may 
com plete 
th eir 
grow th 
T heir entire developm ent is accom­ 
plished w ithout leaving the bird. They 
r.re most num erous below th e vent, 
about the tail, and som etim es on the 
neck. An effective remedy for this 
m ite consists In dipping affected birds 
in a solution composed as follow s: 
W a te r........................................ ..1 gallon. 
Flower* of eurphur................t ounces 
Soap.............. 
...1 ounce 
The feathers should be thoroughly 
wet to the skin, and the head sub­ 
merged for only an Instant. During 
cold w eather It Is advisable to dust 
th e fowl* with flowers of sulphur in 
stead of dipping, the feathers being 
raised so as to Insure getting the 
sulphur to the skin. 
Another H arm ful Parasite. 
A nother very harm ful p arasite is 
the scaly-leg m ite th a t usually rem ains 
on the feet, which, In the absence 
of treatm ent, often become badly dis­ 
torted. 
m aking it 
difficult 
for 
the 
fowl to walk or get up to th e perch. 
Application of crude petroleum to the 
leg, either by dipping or w ith t brush. 
Is a very effective remedy. 
Chlggers (hf.rvest m ites) som etim es 
attack poultry, especially young chick 
eng, in some cases causing serious 
injury. 
O ccasional light dusting of 
chickens w ith flowers of sulphur Is 
effective in keeping chlggers oft the 
birds. When chickens do become in­ 
fested, the chlggera may be killed 
by the application of sulphur ointm ent 
or kerosene and lard. 
If extensive 
suppuration has taken place, remove 
th e scab and wash w ith s 4 per cent 
ctrhollc-actd solution. 


8 odlum Fluoride Useful. 
Sodium fluoride may also be used as 
a dip—three-fourths to one ounce of 
the chemical to the gallon of w ater. 
For treatm ent of large flocks this is 
th e most economical and expeditious 
method. 
Although a dust bath may add to 
the cw nfort of the chickens, It cannot 
be depended on for louse and m ite 
control. 
Some 
fowl» 
seldom

them selves, 
and 
those 
which 
dust 
freely never rid them selves of the 
pests completely. 
It Is fa r better 
to use m ethods which will accom plish 
com plete eradication.

Repented trials In M innesota. Ohio, 
M ichigan, W isconsin and other states

crops grown front dom estic seed give 
better returns than those produced 
from Im ported seed. A. f \ Am y of the 
M innesota 
E xperim ent station, who 
has made a study of the d ata obtained 
In these experim ent*, says the conclu­ 
sion Is obvious th a t a live-stock farm ­ 
er who depends on clover to feed his 
herd cannot afford to sow anything 
hut native northern grown seed.

W heats of certain dosses containing 
a high percentage of such kernels 
usually com m ands a premium over tin 
price paid for th e yellower and more 
starchy appearing w heats of the sam e 
class, because It is believed generally 
th a t the hard, vitreous kernels have 
superior bread-m aking qualities. This 
belief w as recognized when the offi­ 
cial U nited 
S tates grain standards 
w ere prom uigated and the percentage 
of hard 
and 
vitreous kernels was 
taken as th e basis for establishing 
subclasses for th e hard red spring, 
h ard red w inter, durum , and w hite 
w heat classes. 
Types of Kernels. 
To establish definitely w hat rela­ 
tionship exists between th e kernel 
tex tu re and such Im portant factors 
as test weight per bushel, flour yield, 
loaf volum e of bread, w ater absorb­ 
ing capacity of flour, and protein con­ 
tent, special Rtudles w ere undertaken.

YOUNG ORCHARDS 
NEED GOOD CARE 


E v e r y yeur (scores of young orchards 
and thousands of «mull trees are dam­ 
aged and even destroyed by qfglect 
or carelessness, despite the fact that 
the very best stock may have been 
secured 
and 
carefully 
planted. 
A 
young fruit tree, just huvlug left the 
nursery where exceptional 
cure 
is 
usually 
afforded, cannot shift 
for 
Itself In an ordinary orchard, says A. 
E. llurneek of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
It must 
he 
protected 
from the comiaditiou of wild und more 
robust plants. 
It Is no match against 
common grass and a host of rapidly 
growing weeds, even though these 
may be small. So, too, the young tree 
often Is seriously Injured by Insects 
and fungous diseases, If prompt and 
system atic protection la not given. 
At least u strip of grown! should 
be cultivated for a distance of five or 
six feet on both sides of the row of 
trees. 
If this Is not feasible due to 
erosion, the soil should be spaded up 
to the same distance around each tree. 
Clean cultivation uutll the trees are 
about eight years of uge Is generally 
advisable. The young orchard may be 
Intercropped with vegetables or small 
fruits, patlcnlarly strawberries, with­ 
out doing m aterial injury to the trees, 
thus producing an Income from the 
land before the bearing age Is reached. 
In coses of poor soil It will pay to 
scatter a liberal amount of barnyard 
m anure around the trees before the 
ground is cultivated. 
If manure can­ 
not be obtained, nitrate of soda or 
sulphate of ammonia at the rate of 
half a pound to a pound per tree is 
very desirable, particularly for weak 
growing trees. 
To be effective, both 
manuring and cultivation should be 
attended to as early as possible. 
The second most Important feature 
of protection Is spraying. 
Because it 
does not bear any fruit, the young tree 
la often sadly neglected In this re­

A tree with a poor foil- i 
age will never make any headway.

benefit will be aecured. 
In years of rapid, succulent growth 
fire blight Is often serious on young j 
trees. It pays to remove the blighted j 
twigs as soon as discovered. The pro- j 
cedure Is relatively Inexpensive due to 
the small size of the plants. 


COW TESTING PAYS 
LARGE DIVIDENDS 


Records kept by cow-teatlng associ­ 
ations In North Carolina pay largs 
dividends when the results are studied 
and applied 
to 
the owner's herd, 
states J. A. Arey, dairy extension spe­ 
cialist at the North Carolina State 
college. 
Mr. Arey gives the experience of 
two herds In one of these associa­ 
tions 
One herd coutalued 21 cowa, 
while the other had only 0, yet the 
difference In profit over feed cost, was 
ouly $5.01 In favor of the larger herd. 
The owner milked, fed, and tended 12 
cowa the greater part of a year for 
$5.01. The net receipts were $007.59 
for the larger herd aa compared with 
$002.58 for the small herd. 
The own­ 
er of the smaller herd had better 
cows and fed them In proportion to 
thlV orehard bi- I “‘J f P«*o«tlon. 
There la a gradual improvement In 
all herds where the testing work Is 
being carried on, states Mr. Arey. 
Tbe production cost shows a decerase 
with a corresponding Increase In ac­ 
tual production. 
This, he find*. Is due 
to the adoption 
of better feeding 
methods and the elimination of the 
low producing cows. 
“There has been an average of 20 
cows sold each month from the herds 
In the five cow testing associations In 
the state,“ aaya Mr. Arey, “and this 
elimination will continue until all un­ 
profitable cows 
have been sold or 
slaughtered. 
“Twenty-five cows In the Wake-Dur­ 
ham association were found to be un­ 
profitable and were either sold or 
butchered. 
In the Foreyth-Davle as­ 
sociation seven cows were sold for 
beef, and other associations report 
numbers ranging from three to seven­ 
teen as being sold or slaughtered.

Corn-Ear Worm Destroys 
Peach Crop in Georgia 
Insect pests unfortunately do not 
eonflne themselves always to the kind 
or kinds of crop where one naturally 
expects them. The corn-ear worm, for 
instance, also known as the cotton boll 
worm, tomato fruit worm, and false 
tobacco bud worm, Is reported as hav­ 
ing practically destroyed the crop of 
peaches on 4,0(X) young peach trees at 
Plains, Oa. The grower had expected 
to harvest 1,500 crates from these 
trees. 
Ilalry vetch had been planted 
In this orchard, and the owner failed 
to turn It under early enough. 
Corn­ 
ear worms are fairly general In their 
appetites. 
They are partial to vetch, 
but as the vetch In 
came old. the worms crawlod up the 
peach trees and devoured the green 
peaches. 
Their progress Into other 
nenr-by peach orchards and cornfields 
was halted only after deep furrows 
containing post-hole traps had been 
made, according to the report received 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Watch Cherry Trees 
The owner of cherry trees should 
watch then» closely for the attack of 
cffierry leaf spot. 
This disease causes 
yellowish spots to appear on the leaf, 
which spread until the entire leaf be­ 
comes yellow In color and drops from 
the tree. 
It seriously weakens the 
cherry trees and If severe will cause 
their death In a few years. Much good 
may he done by applying sprays ac­ 
cording to directions In Agricultural 
Experiment Station Circular No. 125 


Train Calf by Gentle 
Treatment at All Times 
Make the calf like to be handled. 
This can best be accomplished by gen­ 
tle treatm ent at all times. 
Teach 
the calf to lead by handling It gently. 
One good way to do this training Is to 
use a small stick. 
The calf should 
walk on the right aide of you and 
should be trained to mind the stick. 
Teach the calf to stand quickly In 
one 
position. 
Then 
It should 
be 
trained to stand with Its weight even­ 
ly distributed on all four legs, which 
should be squarely placed. 
The head 
should be held up and to the front 
and the back straight and firm. 
Because the calf which 
flinches, 
pulls, kicks. Is easily frightened, or 
stands in a position that makes its 
back sway, or Its rump appear faulty 
does not readily catch the eye of the 
Judge, the calf should become accus­ 
tomed to strange people, sights, and 
sounds. 
A little training every day 
la much better thun a half day of It 
once each month. 


Large Amount of Silage 
Proves Harmful to Bull 
Many farm ers allow the bull to run 
with the herd and consequently pay no 
particular attention to his feed. W here 
silage forms n part of the ration this 
Is to be discouraged. 
It has been proved that a liberal 
amount of 
Rllape six pounds or over, 
promotes sterility In the hull 
From 
the datR gathered In numerous experi­ 
ments It 
would seem that 
even a 
small allowance will reduce his vi­ 
tality. With farmer« learning to have 
milch cowa freshen In the fall It 
would 
appear 
that 
silage 
can 
be 
wholly omitted from the ration for 
the hull. 
It Is true that the hull recovers 
from the 
effect 
of silage, but this 
means early spring calves, a thing 
that the man with milk cows does not 
want.

Legume Hay Will Supply 
Minerals Needed by Cow 
The kind of a mineral mixture dairy s 
cows need will depend on the feed 
they are getting. 
In addition to salt, 
which should always be liberally fed, 
the minerals needed In the ration are 
lime, 
phosphorus 
and 
In 
localities 
where there is trouble with goiter In 
young calves either sodium or potas­ 
sium iodide should be supplied. 
The best way for the cow to get the 
needed lime is In legume hay such 
as alfalfa, clover or soy-bean hay. 
Phosphorus la best fed In the form of 
wheat bran, cottonseed meal, wheat 
middlings and linseed meal. 
When 20 
per cent or more of the grain mixture 
consists of wheat bran, wheat mid­ 
dlings, linseed or cottonseed meal, the 
cows will get plenty of phosphorus. 
If less than this amount Is fed some 
steamed bone meal should be added 


Balanced Ration Given 
in Abundance to Swine 
A balanced ration given in abun­ 
dance is what counts In producing hogs 
on a profitable basis, states J. II. Mc­ 
Leod, extension swine specialist, Uni­ 
versity of Tennessee. 
The fanner 
who feeds the most, not only puts a 
Utter to tlie weight of n ton In the 
shortest length of time but also cheap­ 
ens the cost per pound. 
Make corn the bnsls of the ration 
nnd do not fall to add something to 
this fattening grain that will make 
muscle, bone, etc. Tankage and shorts 
given In equal parts by weight make 
a splendid addition to the corn. 
Milk 
alwuys helps to increase gains. 
Feed 
what milk you have to spare nnd as 
the quuntity of milk Is Increased, de­ 
crease the quantity of tankage. 
One 
gallon of milk will take the place of 
one pound of tankage. 
Liberal feed­ 
ing Is what turns the trick In the 
ton contest. 


After they have fruited cut off the 
tops and dig the plants up with as 
much soil as possible around the roots. 
Wait until there has been a good rain 
and then put the plunta In the new 
place—a little deeper than they stand 
In the old bed. 
There will not be 
much use trying to transplant such 
plants while the soil la dry.

Manure Gives Increases 
A block of experiments to find the 
place in the rotation where manure 
gives the largest crop Increases shows 
that manure applications on sandy soil 
do not necessarily show the same re­ 
sults as those on other soils.

dressings of manure on sand produce 
larger 
crop 
Increases 
than 
where 
manure Is plowed down. A top dress­ 
ing of manure after the wheat was 
taken off Is a large factor In preserv­ 
ing the stand of clover.

Survey Is Made of New 
Jersey’s Peach Trees 
How many peach trees are In the 
commercial orchards of New Jersey? 
What county leads In the number of 
commercial trees? These and several 
other questions are answered In the 
report of a survey made by the United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture and 
the state departm ent of agriculture. 
Judging from the number of peach 
trees three years old or under the 
ravages of diseases and Insects have 
not discouraged 
our 
fruit growers. 
According to the report there are 
585,000 of such trees In the commer­ 
cial orchards of the state. 
Of trees 
of all ages there are 2,206,000. 
Elberta at present is the favorite 
variety, leading the list with 848,000 
trees. Belle Is a poor second in num­ 
bers, having only 266,000. 
Carman 
ranks third with 215,000. 
Growers, 
however, are rapidly abandoning this 
semi-clingstone variety, as It cannot 
stand the competlt*on of better varie­ 
ties. 
Its production ha« become un­ 
profitable. 
H orticulturists at the New 
Jersey experiment station have ac­ 
cordingly perfected several varieties 
of excellent qunlity to supersede the 
Carman. 


Damage by Plum Curculio 
The plum curculio is a species of 
beetle which attacks peaches, plums, 
and other fruit. As a result of control 
activities followed since the unprec­ 
edented outbreak of the curculio In 
Georgia peach orchards In 1020, this 
Insect seems to be under complete 
control.

“The accompanying diagram shows 
ft unit which has been found entirely 
satisfactory for use In conjpactloo 
with a receiver employing 199 type 
tubes In series. 
Due to the fact that 
the current consumed Is small, the 
filter choke colls are of reasonable 
proportions 
This device will supply 
voltages and currents as follows; 
** ‘A* battery—60 tnllllamperes, 0 to 
80 volts. 
*” B’ battery—Up to 25 mllllamperea, 
at 200 volts, 90 (variable) volta, 46 
(variable) volta. 
“ *C buttery—From 0 to 50 volta 
"The use of the device Is. of course, 
restricted to radio receivers employ­ 
ing tubes similar In characteristics to 
the UX-190 or DV-8 tubes with fila­ 
ments wired In serlss, and under these 
conditions Its performance as a uni­ 
versal power Is Ideal. 
The device il­ 
lustrated Is adaptable to any type of 
radio circuit and baa been need with 
success on a three-clrcult regenerative 
set, the Browuiug Drake, and tuned 
radlo-frequency receivers, with varia­ 
tions of each type. 
Transform er-re­ 
sistance or Impedance-coupled ampli­ 
fiers have been employed Indiscrimi­ 
nately with equally good results 
The Power Transform er 
“In the diagram, T, is a General ra ­ 
dio power transform er designed for 
60 watts, 110 volta. at full load. 
The 
bigh voltage secondary provides 850 
volts each side of the tap at the cen­ 
ter at no load. 
The third winding, T* 
provides 6 volta at 5 amperes for the 
Taw’ a. c. filament supply of an UX- 
112 or UX-171 power-ampllfler tube. 
This may he supplied by a separate 
filament lighting transform er. 
In this 
construction, a Brach unit serve* the 
purpose nicely. 
Across each half of 
the secondary. T, la connected a 0.1- 
mlcrofarad buffer condenser, c» and cfc 
of 1.000-volt flash test type. The out­ 
er ends of this winding are connected 
to the filament term inals of a standard 
UX type socket. Into which is plugged 
the new type BH Raytheon rectifier, 
Ra, which is capable of passing 85 mll- 
ltamps. 
The plate terminal of the 
socket, corresponding to the cathode 
of the Raytheon tube, Is connected to 
the plus side of the filter circuit. The 
filter circuit of this power anlt In­ 
cludes choke colls, L, capable of pass­

Others which

“The voltage-eontrol unit shown at 
the right-hand end of the diagram 
has been tried under all conditions, 
and hns given good service. 
There 
was some difficulty In obtaining prop­ 
er values and current-carrying capaci­ 
ties of the various resistors and, after 
considerable testing, the units speci­ 
fied were adopted. 
All of the parts In 
the control unit may be obtained from 
regular stock of the various manufac­ 
turers or their dealers. 
For the plate 
voltage of the power-ampllfler tube, 
the maximum ’B’ plus Is taken direct­ 
ly from the term inals of the filter cir­ 
cu it 
This terminal provide« approxi­ 
mately 200 volts at full load 
A elaro- 
•tat, R*. la used to control the volt­ 
age output of the next lower tap CB’ 
plua Int.) and will give from 00 to 
185 volts approximately on the usual

The ’B’-plus detector tap Is obtained 
through the use of another clarostat 
or a Bradleyohra No. 10, R. 
One-mi­ 
crofarad condensers are connected In 
both of these cases from the ‘B’ plus 
variable to *B’ minus to bypass rheo­ 
stat noises, and to prevent undealrable 
coupling between the various ampli­ 
fier stages. 
"C*’ Battery Voltage. 
“The *C battery voltage Is obtained 
from a wire-wound variable resistance 
of the proper value.

cessive heating. 
If high 'C voltages

will carry the full-load current filrly 
satisfactorily. 
A General Radio No. 
214 potentiometer may be used In this 
position to supply XT voltage up to 84 
volta, and does so with much less 
heating. 
An llm fd, condenser Is con­ 
nected from *C* plus to *C* minus to 
prevent undesirable coupling effects 
and distribution. 
If 60 volts ‘C* bias 
are required and 85 rollliamperes pass 
through the resistance supplying It, 
the power that must be taken care 
of Is 5.1 watts. 
"The a. c. 
filament winding. T„ 
may not be available to the average 
constructor who may, however, have 
access to a 50-watt transform er hav­ 
ing other satisfactory windings. In 
this case a Thordarson doorbell ring­ 
ing transform er may be used to tight 
the filament of the power amplifier 
tube. Thla transform er will be found 
to give the proper voltage without a 
filament rheostat for the UX-171 and 
UX-112 
tubes,

A 400-ohm poten­ 
tiometer, R 8. la connected across the 
5-vo)t a. c. supply and the center tap 
Is returned to the ‘B’ minus terminal 
of the supply unit. The adjustm ent 
of this potentiometer la very critical 
In order to eliminate all a. e. hum 
from thla source. The ‘A* plus terminal 
of the power supply is obtained by 
dropping the ’B’ plus max. through a 
su1t»hle rheostat to the required ’A'- 
battery voltage. The resistance used 
In this position should have a range 
of from 8,000 to 6,000 ohms, and a 
current-carrying capacity of 00 rail 
liamperea. As there was no rheostat 
of these requirement* available, the 
writer used a combination of fixed and 
variable resistances to achieve the 
degree of control required. A fixed 
Ward Leonard 3,000-ohm unit waa 
placed In series with a Ward-Leonard 
5,000-ohu fl-ed reslator, around which 
was shunted a Federal No. 25 potenti­ 
om eter* 


Flexible W ire Handy 
W hen Experim enting 
If you like to try occasional changes 
In your receiver, or If you want to ex­ 
periment with temporary circuit a r­ 
rangements or new Instruments, you 
will find it convenient to keep a num­ 
ber of lengths of flexible Insulated 
wire hanging from the aide of your ex­ 
perimental table. The wires should be 
from six inches to two feet In length, 
and their end* equipped with small 
spring clips of the kind that look like 
tie clasps. 
Ordinary single lamp cord, which 
costa about a cent a foot, Is Ideal for 
the purpose, as It combines mechanical 
strength with electrical utility. 
It Is 
a good Idea to buy a number of six- 
foot lengths in three or four colors of 
Insulation and to cut up the different 
colored pieces into odd size. 
Then 
when you make a half dozen or so 
temporary connection« and the wires 
cross each other or become otherwise 
entangled you will find It a simple 
m atter to trace the circuit with the 
aid of the varicolored lends. 
In fastening the ends of the wires 
to the dips twist them securely around 
the binding screws so that they will 
not fall out even If the screws them 
selves loosen. Of course the best Idea 
la to solder the wires permanently in 
place, although It Is desirable some­ 
time# to remove a clip and to tighten 
the wire directly beneath an available 
binding post. 
At any event, tape down the frayed 
ends of the Insulation near the clips 
with narrow slices of ordinary white 
adheelve tape, so that the insulation* 
will not run back and eventually bars 
the wire beneath to view. 
White ad­ 
hesive tape Is preferable to black 
friction tape because Its outer surface 
not sticky and does not tend to pick 
up dirt as easily as the latter mate­ 
rial.

Keep a box of them on hand; they 
are extremely useful for making quick, 
solderless connection* and In holding 
two ends of wire together.
